undecylenic acid, salicylic acid, peroxides, and derivatives thereof, in an amount effective to 
terminate said malodor producing,

2. A method for stopping producing of an axillary malodor in fomites, and preventing 

transmitting of producing of said axillary malodor from said fomites to humans comprising i gjo3^b 
treatingj ai d fomites with a sanitizing agent in an amount effective to exterminate residual J (^3^^ 
substances and microorganisms involved in producing of said axillary malodor.

applying to said axilla a dermatologically acceptable g ermicidal agent in an amount 
effective to ensure sustained alleviation of said malodor, * (j>c^t ts^Juu

treating said fomites with a s anitizing agen t in an amount effective to destroy residues and 
microorganisms producing said malodor, 

whereby protracted relief from said malodor is achieved. 

5. The method of claim 4, wherein said germicidal agent selected from the group consisting 
of azoles, imidazoles, clotrimazole, miconazole, tioconazole, butoconazole, econazole, 
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terconazole, fenticonazole, ketoconazole, terbinafine, tolnaftateJantibioticslpeomycin, \ 
polymyxins, gramicidin, bacitracin, sulfa drugs, halogens, undecylenic acid, sali cylic acid , 
peroxides, derivatives thereof, and combinations thereof 

6. The method of claim 4, wherein said sanitizing agent selected from the group consisting 
of azoles, imidazoles, |^it^iotics^ derivatives thereof, jkxygen j halogens, ammonium, heat, 
laundtydetergents, and combinations thereof.
